Should the issuance of a Draft Administrative Complaint be authorized, the identity of 
the Respondent or Respondents will be available after a Draft Administrative 
Complaint is issued and the matter is noticed for discussion as pending litigation.  The 
nature and details of the allegations will be available upon request only if and after a 
Final Administrative Complaint is issued.
